Af**r Three W eeks of Discussion Sub­ 


committees of the Mmers and Oper­ 


ators Had Reached Tentative Agree­ 


ment, but Conference Committee of 


Mmers Turned it Down Because the 


Union W as Not Fu lly Recognized.

The indirect recognition of the un­ 
ion in the appointment of a grievance 
committee for every mine, as set forth 
in the tentative agreement which has 
been published, was not enough for 
the committee. 
Its members wanted

the 
check-off system by which the union 
dues would he withheld from the pay 
envelopes of the miners, the eight- 
hour workday, a larger increase in 
wages than 10 per cent, and a shorter 
agreement than four years, practical 
ly, in short, all that the original de­

for.

operators’ 
committee held a meeting before tim 
joint conference and passed a resolu­ 
tion accepting the agreement by rati­ 
fying the action of the subcommittee. 
The mine workers' conference, how­ 
ever, had held a meeting at which it 
was decided not to accept the agree­ 
ment, and they refused to ratify it at 
this conference.

Baron Lister to

thetics had m ade it painless, and his 
reward was a half century, almost, of 
cumulative public appreciation ol the 
vital im portance of his discovery of 
modern surgical 
practice, 
says 
the 
New York World 
T he peerage con­ 
ferred on him by Queen Victoria, the 
first, it is believed, that was ever be­ 
stowed in England for services 
to 
medical science, only partly m e a sure d 
hum a n ity ’s gratitude to him, and he 
dies honored as few ot his c o n te m po ­ 
raries have been for more spectacular 
achievements. 
L ister’s studies of s e p­ 
tic poisoning ensuing from 
surgical 
operations were begun when he w as a 
young house surgeon 
in 
Edinburgh, 
but it was while professor at the I ni- 
versity of Glasgow, between 1861 and 
1867, that he found the cause and the 
m eans of prevention which were to 
revolutionize 
surgery. 
His 
carbolic 
spray Is now obsolete and his a n tise p­ 
tic methods have been variously Im­ 
proved upon. 
But aseptic surgery is 
today essentially what Lister m a d e it, 
and to him Is mainly due the red uc­
